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Remarks 


In response to the Office Action dated May 19, 2004, in which the Examiner imposed an 


restriction requirement, identifying eight species, Applicant elects, with traverse, the species 
identified by the Examiner as "species 7." 

The election requirement is traversed because at least claim 10, directed to embodiments 
of a cannula/needle combination, reads on all the species identified by the Examiner, including 
species 7. A search directed to the invention of claim 10, and its dependent claims, would not 
seem to impose an undue burden on the examiner.
